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A (continuing) The time must have been about dusk be- 
cause it was light enough for me to see him walking by 
plainly with the fish on the boardwalk; and when I 
weighed the fish it was not so easy to see the figures 
on the scales. 

Q What time on the clock do yousay this was? 

A Well, that would be daylight saving time -—- almost 
game ag it is -~ in the neighborhood of somewheres 
around seven o'clock, quarter to seven, say quarter to 
seven, somewheres around there. 

BY MR. PFEIFFER: 

Q Where were you standing, do you remember, when you 
weighed that fish, or have you covered that? 

A Right very close to the approach of Brown Avenue - 
this is an approach that runs from Brown Avenue to the 
Boardwalk, about 35 feet long, sa sounen the beach lies 
low. It was either on those steps or just at the foot 
of the steps or just up at the top of the steps; the 
chances are it was just up at the top of the steps. 
Now here is a question that is not clear in my mind. 
George Johnson, a contractor in Lavalette is one of 
the men that I know I saw that night on the beach. He 
claims he does not remember the date, but he remembers 


being there and seeing that fish and scratching 4 match
